— A I'asc (if almosi 
incredible cruelly has just been devel 
oped in Petrclca. It appears that last 
,lune a man named Thomas R. Strange, 
of Petrolea, adopted two children from 
the Guthrie Home, in this city, one a 
girl named Einily Tranter, ageil 5, the 
other a boy named (ieo. Underbill, 
only six years of age. Soon after ad- 
ojiting the cliildren Si range removed 
to Oil Springs, where lie resided unlil 
about the loth of January last, when 
bfi again went back to Petrolea. ( hi 
getting back to his old quarters he in- 
dulged in a (Iriu)ken spree, and while 
intoxicated abused the children to such 
an extent that their screams aroused 
the neighbors, and resulted in his be- 
ing arrested and brought before Mayor 
Jianimond, of Petrolea, on charges of 
drunkenness, ill-treatment, and assault. 
Mr. Henry Gibbons, Manager of the 
Guthrie Home, London, was the first 
v.-itnesR. He sai(i when he removed 
the boy from Strang',' he had every 
appearance of being starved, both feet 
had been frozen, and his back was cov- 
ered with .scars, apparently the result 
of severe thrashings. Dr. G. P. Jones, 
of Piccadilly-street, London, who at 
tended the boy, said I'ndcrhiU's feet 
had been frozen to such an extent as 
to necesssitate the loss of two toes of 
the right foot. He had fouml his back 
covered with bruises and sears in every 
stage, Jiome partially iiealed and others 
r(!cently inflicted. The beatings had 
evidently been received from a heavy 
whip or something ei|ually as eOectivr. 
He had found the abdomen <listended 
to such an extent as to show ]ilainly 
that the boy had been starved. Mr. 
Swain testified to the boy being both 
starved and ill-ireated, and related 
that he used to come to his house for 
fi.od. Mrs. Swain, 8 evidence was to 
the same eU'ect, with the addition th.U 
.Mr.s. .b'trange had told her that they 
kept the boy tied up by the ihundjs 
for hours so that his fef^t would liare- 
ly touch tho lioor. The little girl 
Einily Tranter, who was adopted at 
the same time as the boy, has not suff- 
ered to such an extent, although hav 
ing undergone a similar process of 
•tarvation and also receiving a nnm- 
her of severe thrashings. Both clii!- 
dren are now at the Home in this city 
undergoing medical treatment. 
Strange is a labourer who was snppos 
ed to make a living by anything that 
came in his way. in regard to the 
<'harge of assiult, Mr. Pitkins of Pet- 
rolea, testiUed that he heard terrible 
screams coining from the house. He 
went acrofio and saw >Slrange lifting 
the boy up above his bead and dashing 
him to the floor. He informed the 
Chief of Police and Strange was arrest- 
ed, and subsequently fined for drunk- 
f'uness. 'J'lie Chief of Police corrober 
ated the above evidence. Strange 
niJido no defence against either of the 
charges. For the assault Mayor Ham- 
mond sentenced him to 60 days in jail 
without the option of a fine — ths ut 



most the law would allow. On the 
charge of cruelty he was committed to 
Sarnia gaol to stand his trial at the 
spring Assizes.

It must be agii..l iatififactiiiii to tlie 
piiuplo of tlii.s [jViiviiu ii to know that after 
l)uiiig so loiii; l)pmmil)i.'il iuid iliscoii raided 
by a local (,'ovcnuiu-iit whoso abilities 
seem to have been coiiooiitratod in a fatal 
facility for doing iiuthiiig and a Uip Vau 
Winkle ^opgnsity, for pylitic^l^rupos©,^ 
that a cWftiige'^ ha's fukon ' place, and ffiiit 
tho new government will at least attempt 
to bring tho several matters of vital in- 
toroat to the count! y to a Hatisfactory con- 
clusion. The speeeU of the new inoniior 
in the hoii.se on thi! 20tli inst. already 
outlines such a policy. Tho construction 
of tliti Island railtvay is to be urged on 
the Dominion govurnmont and the im- 
portant announcement is made that tho 
work may be even begun early in thi.-j 
suninior. .Measures are to be taken to 
throw I'ljen the railway lands for settle- 
ment, tho iliy dock is to be completed, 
and lastly, immigration is to bo maug- 
uratod with as .little delay as possible. 
Tho policy of ' the now govornment i- 
iherofore emiiliatically an iimnigrat ion 
policy, for with iiiiiniL;i'ation all the juess- 
ing provincial (juestions are closely con- 
nected. Population is tho pressing want 
of all uoiv provinces, but it is nseless to 
invite inimigrants if there are neither 
lands for thorn to settle on nor work to 
provide thbtn employment, and one is as 
essential as (he otlier, as a lar'.;e liody of 
emigrants uai '.ii'iiUy eoiisut of niaiiy dif- 
ferent classes, ami iinitually [irovide a 
certain ani'Mini of labor wiihin them- 
selves, while pr^iuoting the industries of 
the province at large. Without popula- 
tion thorofoio, aiiil espooially an agricul- 
tural populalioii, there can bo litllo pro- 
gress m a new country, and it was tho 
iiu^rtness of tlio late goveinment m deal- 
ing with the various sulisidiary i|Uestions 
at issue that hitherto prevented the real 
objective point from being atlaiiu'd, In 
British Columbia, however, immigration 
is called for under snmcwhat peculiar con- 
ditions, the object being to supplant one 
class of ininiigiants by another. The exi- 
gencies of railw.iy construction rendered 
u large amount of matiual labor nccos- 
aary and tho Dominion govornmont, under 
the pressure of circumstances, was not 
curious to foresee th;» [lossiblr ronac- 
((Uences of tloodiiig the province with 
Chinese, while t he want of energy am! abil- 
ity ill the then local government rendered 
its protests late and inetl'cctivo. ]!ut the 
railway work will draw to a clo-se and 
while admitting that John has *' done tie- 
state somo service," it is necessary that 
he should be at l(Mst gradually sup- 
planted, simply because he is essentially 
a foreign element iiica[ial)lo of assimila- 
tion in any way, either socially, rcligiou-s- 
ly or industrially, and that his natural 
home is China. It is satisfactory to 
know that the burden of promoting im- 
migration will not fall wholly on this 
province, as wo should be entitled to a ' 
fair proportion of the Dmninion r^i-a\it an- 
nually set aside for the purpose, and thus ,

The constitutionality of ihe judicial 
district :ict of 1870 and other acta of (oir 
legislature relative to tho administration 
of justice, have been referred to tlie -.u- 
pvtsms court of Canad.i by his e-\cellcncy 
the govoriior-gcneral in council. 

2. The government is not at present 
pre[)ared to state w hen the next county 
court will be held in iJariboo. It is in- 
tended to roguhite tho assize courts by 
statute and stejis will be taken to ensure 
the holding regularly of county courts at 
convenient plai.ea and times throughout 
tho province. 

lion. Attorney (ionoral further re- 
marked that the cardinal niiatake in tho 
judicial district act of 1870, was in not 
appropriating courts for the aoveral judi- 
cial districts, the result being that in- 
stead of district judges being appointod, 
ttli-y V.'cro C» 'iuiu isM* Oied alipieiiiu Couit 
judges. In the Thrasher case the su- 
pronio court decided the provincial legis- 
lature had no power to fix the residences 
of the judges, nor had the province any 
right to legislate in regard to procedure. 
The hon. gentleman entirely dissented 
from the latter proposition. The late 
governnieiit had then passed the superior 
court bill with a view of having the 
judges re.-ippoiiilud thereunder. The 
Dominion government had refused to 
make the a[)pointmonts, considering that 
thereby that government would admit the 
correctness of the conclusions ( f the B. 
C. court. Next the governor gener.al hail 
referred the questions to the supreme 
court of Canada and had auhinitted .a caso 
to the provincial government. Mr. D.ivii' 
said the views of the province were In 
pre[)aiMtion and would be forwarded for 
revision to counsel who had been em- 
ployed by the late government. Willi 
Mr. Boaven's usual care those counsel 
had been employed without any stipula- 
tion as to luinuiieratiiin, a mistake 
which the preaoiit government had cor- 
rected. 

Mr. Beavon objected to the irregularity 
of the hon. attorney general making a 
speech busidu.s answering the questions 
put. 

Mr. .'•qio.akur said that It was only f,-iii- 
for the leader of the opposition to spu.'k 
after the remarks of tho hon. tho attor- 
ney general; but auch irregularities must 
not bo iicriuitted in tuturo.

The provi.-uous 
of the bill were oxphiliiod at considerable 
length. \ similar law was in force in 
(ireat Britain since 1873 and he was of

service here. He would therefore sub- 
mit the bill for the consideration of the 
house. Seconded by the hoimrablo the 
senior member for Nanaimo. 

Mr. Wilson objected to the principle of 
tho bill. He Midught the delitor was well 
protected by the inuuestead l.iw and the 
exemption from seizure of s.iOl) worth of 
properly. The liiU ivoulrl reduce all debts 
to (lebta of hull ir and it would be en- 
tirely iletrlineiital to the collection of 
deliiH. It would he injurious to the work- 
ing man to bo kejit in a atato of tutelage 
as against other classes of tho commun- 
ity. Ho was obliged to vote against tho 
second reading. 

iMr. Crant was also bound to opiiose 
tho bill, and ho cidncidod with all that 
had been said by tho hon. member for 
Cariboo. Tho bill would inflict a seri- 
ous hartldiip on a certain class of the 
community. 

lion, iMr, Drake objectod to cer- 
tain sections of the bill. Tho bill might 
be necoasary in a country where a work- 
man had U) do bis daily work in order to 
got daily food; hut in this country it was 
entirely difierent. Workmen wore paid 
so well hero that ihoy wore comparatively 
independent. It it were confinod to par- 
tics getting weekly wages it would not be 
HO objectionable. He did not think that 
there was any necessity for the hill in its 
present shape. 

Mr. Pooloy also objected to tho bill as 
it now stood.
